Owenton’s perfermance in the fourth race, a dash 
of one mile and fifty yards, was by far the feature 
of the racing. He opened at 4 to 5 in the betting, 
bnt constant backing before post time sent his 
price to S to 5. He won in a big canter and plainly 
showed that he is back to his good form of last 
spring, Antonins was suffered to run iu the lead 
for the first six and a half furlongs where Domi- 
nick called on Owenton which passed to the front 
with a bound, winning as his rider pleased by three 
lengths, Antonins was much the best of the others, 
finishing twelve lengths before Rankin for second 
place. Rankin ran a dull race and probably 
shows best in mud or on a soft track.
